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Airplane 
fuel now 
being sold 
at Crawford 
County Air 
Terminal

The first-phase of bringing fuel to the 
Crawford County Air Terminal has been 
completed in hopes of allowing local and 
transient airplane traffic to soar. 

The Crawford County Air Terminal 
began selling fuel on Dec. 2, afler jumping 
through all the necessary hoops to test the 
fuel and collect state fuel taxes. 

Stan Prevost, chairman of the Crawford 
County Airport Board, said the fuel will be 
sold through a card reader system using 
credit cards. The pilot will be able to pro- 
gram the amount of fucl they want to pur- 
chase, and then fuel will be dispensed into 
the plane. The tank can store 10,000 gallons 
of fuel. 

“Is available on a self-serve, 24 hour-a- 
day basis,” Prevost said. 

The total cost for development of a fuel 
farm at the Crawford County Air Terminal 
is just under $500,000. The project is being 
funded through a Federal Aviation 
Administration grant, passed through the 
Michigan Department of Transportation, 

The Crawford County Air Terminal 
located just north of the Grayling Army 
Airfield on Jand owned by the State of 
Michigan. The Graying Army Airfield is on 
property owned by the federal government. 

Bringing general aviation fuel was sup- 
ported by $350,000 in grant funds. 

Next year, the Crawford County Air 
Terminal plans on adding jet fuel at the 
facility. 

That could be a win-win for pilots com- 
ing to the Crawford Air Terminal and the 
military, which would require installing a 
larger tank which will be used to supply 
regular aviation fuel, 

Adding jet fuel depends on approval of 
current appropriations legislation before 
Congress. 

“It depends on how the actual funding 
flows to be able to finish the project,’ 
Prevost said. 

Having the fuel at the air terminal will 
support local pilots, who lease hangers at 
the facility, as well as transient pilots who 
come to Grayling for fly-fishing, hunting, 
snowmobiling and business. 

“It makes tt much more convenient for 
some people to fly in here and hopefully 
spend more in Grayling and Crawford 
County,” Prevost said. 

County and air terminal officials expect 
an increase in traffic in the spring since 
there is nota lot of fixed-wing aviation traf- 
fic in the Great Lakes region during the 
winter. 

“T think we really will see an increase 
come spring and that’s what we’re hoping 

” Prevost said. 
The air terminal now has fuel, electricity

County Commissioners reject another 
proposed compensation proposal

For the second time in 
three months, a proposal to 
revamp how Crawford 
County Commissioners are 
compensated for their time 
was rejected by a majority 
of the board. 

Crawford County 
Commissioner Linda 
Munsey, who is serving her 


first. twosyear lerm., QB, A Gen 


county ‘board, proposed td’ ’ 
eliminate. : 
county commissioners with 
a salary, but would allow 
them to use funds to pay for 
health care insurance. 

Under her proposal, 
Munsey proposed to make 
$13,866 available to an indi- 
vidual commissioner and 
$15,094 to the chairman of 
the board to be used to pay 
for health insurance, if they 
choose to accept the benefits 
from the county. 

Currently, the county has 
budgeted $7,000 for health 
insurance for an individual 
commissioner, $13,000 for a 
couple and $18,000 for a 
family, although no com- 
missioner on the board 
accepts a family health care 
plan. 

County commissioners 
receive $8,631 in pay per 
year to serve on the board 
and the chairman receives 
$9,345. 

Munsey said she believed 
that rolling the salary and 
health insurance into one 
line item to pay for just 
medical coverage would 
address the disparity of what 
individual commissioners 
receive. 

“This way, everybody is 
equal,” she said. 

Munsey’s proposal failed 
in a 4-to-1 vote of the board, 
as she cast the sole yes vote.

Dave Stephenson, Vice

Safe winter driving tips 


With the Federal 
Emergency Management 
Agency (FEMA) citing traf- 
fic accidents as the leading 
cause of death during winter 
storms, the Crawford 
County Sheriff’s Office is 
reminding travelers that 
despite adverse conditions, 
many accidents can be 
avoided. “What a Jot of 
people need to understand is 
that a high percentage of 
traffic fatalities are a result 
of poor decision-making,” 
says Sheriff Wakefield. “In 
bad weather, it may come 
down to something as sim- 
ple as postponing travel for 
a day. If you do have to 
brave the elements then 
watch your speed, don’t try 
to drive too far if you're 
tired, and make sure your 
vehicle is equipped with the 
necessary equipment for the 
conditions. Most impor- 
tantly, always wear safety 
belts and never get behind 
the wheel after having too 
much to drink.” 


In 2006 almost 19,000 


Michigan accidents were 
alcoho! related. Despite 
statistics showing that seat 
belt usage in the U.S. has 
increased over the years 
with about 4 out of every 5 
travelers now buckling up, 
there is still room for 
improvement. The National 
Highway Traffic Safety 


Administration — estimates 
that if all drivers and pas- 
sengers wore — seatbelts, 


approximately 8,000 lives a 


year would be spared 
nationwide. 

With the early arrival of 
winter weather Sheriff 


Wakefield suggests the fol- 
lowing safety tips for safe 
travel: 

Winter driving tips: 
Check your tires, engine oil, 
antifreeze and brakes before 
embarking on = a_ trip. 
Buckle up and make sure 
your passengers do too, 
Reduce speed in snow, sleet 
and rain. 
Allow yourself plenty of 
braking space in wet weath- 
er, Lightly pump your

brakes on wet roads when 
slowing the vehicle. 

Never venture down 
unplowed roads. Avoid 
distractions such as talking 
on your cell phone or eat- 
ing.

for oil and gas. 


Michigan _ conservation 
groups and concerned citi- 
zens joined last month 
month with Rep. Mark 
Meadows (D-East Lansing) 
outside a northern 
Michigan drilling site to 
support newly introduced 
legislation to protect 
Michigan’s waters from 
fracking. 

Three additional events 
were also held in Lansing, 
Bloomfield Hills and Grand 
Rapids to urge the legisla- 
lure to take action on simi- 
lar legislation. 

Hydraulic fracturing 1s 
the propagation of fractures 
in a rock layer caused by 
the presence of a pressur- 
ized fluid. Hydraulic frac- 
{ures may form naturally, as 
in the case of veins or 
dikes, or may be manmade 
in order to release petrole- 
um, natural gas, coal seam 
gas, or other substances for 
extraction, where the tech- 
nique 1s offen called frack- 
ing or hydrofracing. The 
practice of hydraulic frac- 
luring has come under 
scrutiny internationally due 
to concerns about environ- 
mental and health safety, 
and has been suspended or 
banned in some countries, 

“My livelihood is predi- 
cated upon clean water,” 
said Lance Weyeneth, who 
owns a local business in 


Gaylord, “Michigan’s 
waters drive our tourism 
industry and we must 


ensure that we do not harm 
our water resources.” 

The press conference was 
held outside of an active 
fracking well pad on Sunset 


Trail Road — between 
Grayling and Kalkaska. 
The Excelsior 1-25 HD | 
natural gas well in 


Kalkaska County, operated 
by Encana Oil & Gas Inc., 
is one of several active 
fracking sites in Michigan, 
which continue to endanger 
Michigan waters. 

“The common-sense 
solutions in this package of 
bills wil ensure safeguards 
are in place to better protect 
public health and our natur- 
al resources,” said Nic 
Clark of Clean Water 
Action. “By requiring the 
full disclosure of chemicals 
used in the fracking process 
and enacting stronger water 
and air protections, we arc 
mitigating the risks frack- 
ing poses to Michigan’s 


water resources, including 
the Great Lakes.” 

“As a property owner on 
the AuSable River, | know 
the incredible value of 
Michigan’s fishing, canoe- 
ing, kayaking and hunting 
economy,” Meadows 
added. “The purpose of this 
legislation is to ensure that 
hydrofracking does not 
impact our waler 
resources,” 

The package of bills as 
introduced would: 

* Remove the exemption 
status for the natural gas 
industry, requiring them to 
comply to existing state 
water withdrawal regula- 
lions. 

* Pushes pause on track- 
ing by establishing a mora- 
torium on drilling for natur- 
al gas using hydraulic frac- 
luring in certain shale for- 
mations until recommenda- 
lions are issued by the 
Hydraulic Fracturing 
Advisory Committee. 

° Require the 
Departments of 
Environmental Quality 
(DEQ) and Natural 
Resources (IDNR), to con- 
duct a comprehensive study 


of the impacts associated 


with the extraction of natur- 
al gas and fracking process. 

* Require companies to 
disclose chemicals being 
used in drilling and frack- 
ing operations in Michigan.

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Early county retirees have 
to pay for better insurance

Crawford County 
Commissioners stood firm 
with its position not to fund 
extended health care for 
retirees who move outside 
the county or live in another 
area for part of the year, 

The board gave retirees 
the option to pay the differ- 
ence for a PPO health insur- 
ance plan, which would 
give them greater access 
when they winter in warmer 
areas or live in the Upper 
Peninsula. 

It would cost a single 
retiree $55.04 per month for 
the enhanced coverage and 
$123.84 for a couple. 

Currently, early retirees 
are covered by a health care 
insurance plan provided by 
Priority Health. The same 
plan is also used to cover 
employees now working for 
the county. Health care cov- 
erage has become an issuc 
for retirees who live in 
Florida or plan to move 
there permanently. The 
retirees are subject to hav- 
ing to pay — higher 
deductibles or paying for a 
secondary insurance when 
they are out of the area. 

According to a labor 
attorney, the county is only 
required to fund a health 
care plan that covers the 
area where the employee 
worked, 

Retirees, who were cov- 
ered under Blue Cross Blue 
Shield, argue that the coun- 
ty is required to pay for a 
sustainably same insurance 
plans as the insurance they 
retired under. Blue Cross 
Blue Shield has a larger net- 
work of health = care 


providers that extend into 
other states. 

“I don’t see where there is 
any debate,” said Tom 
Coors, a retired Crawford 
County Sheriff’s Deputy. 
“You have to follow. the 
contract,” 

Retired Crawford County 
Sheriff’s Department 
Detective Sgt. Rich Meyer 
said be believes the county 
should cover the additional 
cost because retirees still 
pay their share of taxes. 

“T live here, too. I] pay my 
tax dollars and | love this 
county,” Meyer said. “All 
we're asking for is what we 
agreed to,” 

The county switched 
from Blue Cross Blue 
Shield to Priority Health 
two years ago. The change 
has resulted in a $200,000 
savings per year for the 
county, said Crawford 
County Administrator Paul 
Compo. 

Eleven retirees currently 
receive health care insur- 
ance and a total of 18 peo- 


ple could be covered if 


those entitled to the insur- 
ance retire early, Compo 
said, 

Dan Skiver, a representa- 
tive from Priority Health, 
said Crawford County 
employees are in a unique 
situation. Skiver added that 
most insurance carriers will 
not provide health care 
insurance to early retirees 
because the coverage 
becomes more expensive as 
the retirees gets older before 
they become eligible for 
Medicare. 

“I's just a very expensive 
pool to insure,” Skiver said.
